Jameson Crawfishes—Mr. Long’s 
Answer.

An interview with Mr. H. W. Jameson 
printed in yesterday’ Post-DiIspaTcu 
charged Mr. Long, the Superintendent of 
Public Schools, with statements which would 
certainly indicate that that gentleman was 
not the most fit person obtainable for the 
superintendency.

I deny any knowledge of the 
existence of any cliaue desiring 
to control my judgment or actions. With 
reference to the reported conversations 
with Mr. Jameson I have this to say: No 
Superintendent can escape the visits and 1m- 
portunities of book agents. Mr. Jameson 
came to my oflice last summer, not only once, 
but several times, in the interest ot Sey- 
mour’s arithmetics. I had known him 
as a teacher, entertained for him the highest 
regard, considered hima friend and gentle- 
man and treated him such.

Scoville was present with his counsel, John 
D. Townsend, and near by was John W. 
Guiteau and his lawyer, Jas. Armstrong. The 


latter read the return of John W. Gulteau to 
the writ. The return denies that Mra. Sco- 
ville is. in custody of or restrained by 
John W. Guiteau of her liberty, and savs he 
dloes not know of her whereabouts,and there- 
fore be could not produce her in court.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9.—Argument 
upon the bill of exceptions in the Guiteau 
case was begun this morning before the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of the District 
sitting in banc, Chief Justice Cartter presid- 
ing and Justices McArthur, Hagner and 
James. Col. Corkhill and Davidge appeared 
for the Government and Reed for Guiteau. 
Reed, after a brief opening, passed to a dis- 
cussion of the question of the jurisdiction of 
the court below, arguing the crime was not 
indictadle in this District because the offense 
was not completed here, the mortal stroke 


having been given here while death occurred 
in New Jersey. 

Chief Justice Cartter interrupted at one 
point to suggest that while murder was the 
killing of &@ person, and the crime could not 
be defined as murder until death occurred, 
vet the act of felony was completed when the 
murderer had finished with his victim. 

Counsel proceeded to discuss various au- 
thorities upon the subject of jurisdiction in 
brief. Counsel admitted Guiteau might be 
indicted end, if found tobe sane, convicted 
in this District of assault with intent to kill, 
but held he could not be tried for murder.

LAST NIGHT’S STORM. 


Considerable Damage Done at Warren- 
ton and Alton. 
Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

ALTON, ILL., May 9.—A storm swept over 
this city between 1 and 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The wind came from the northwest and 
lasted for about five minutes. The large 
brick and tron building at the corner 
of Second and Jiasa streets was 
struck on the west side, and the upper por- 
tion of the west wall, itsentire length from 
Front to Second street, besides the south end 
of it blown in, carrying down the roof and 
breaking ia the floor and rafters. The build- 
ing is a double one, and the eastern wall 
from the violence ofthe wind is thrown at 


least two feet out of plumb. 
It is owned by R. B. Smith, and is damaged 
at least $5,000; uninsured, It is occupied by 
Quigley & Co., wholesale druggists, who had 
tneir heaviest stock iu that part of the building. 
Consequently, their loss is not heavy. and will 
not exceed 31,000. The storm did much 
damage in other parts of the city. Proctor’s 
building, at Second and Henry streets, was 
blownin at one cornerand damaged to the 


extent of $200 or more. The roof ofthe 
Park Mill was struck by lightning, and 
the rain came in at the fissure in 


the roofand did considerable damage to ma- 
chinery on the upper jiloor. Hess’ bakery 
show-case was literally smashed by the force 
ofthe wind. Trees were blown down along 
State street and Belle street in such numbers 
that travel with teams along those thorough- 
fares is suspended. Forest trees and fruit 
trees in private grounds were also blown 
down by the hundred, 


A Cyclone at Warrenton.

WARRENTON, MO., May 9.-—A cyclone struck 
the Central Wesleyan College Building at 12 
o’ciock and 15 minutes this morning, com- 
pletely wrecking it. There were seven per- 
sons sleeping in the building at the 
time.

A Decidedly Sensational Play. 
London Correspondence New York World. 

A “new and original sensation drama” 
has just been brougntout at the Standard 
Theater in London, called ‘*Humanity—a 
Passage in the Life of Grace Darling.”’ One 
incident—not very closely connected with the 
plot, it must be said—is the rowing out to sea 
of Grace Barton to save the crew of the ship- 
wrecked vessel,and the other is « tremendous 
fight between two villains of the play, ina 
room into which one has lured. the 
other. In the struggle (of which the London 
Times remarks that it is stating the fact

This scene seems to have been sug- 
gested by the famous Northumberland street 
tragedy, in July, 1861, when a money-lender 
named Roberts lured a Major Murray 
into his chambers (wishing to get him out of 
his way, beinginiove with Murray’s mis- 
tress) and shot himin the back of the neck 
and the temple, leaning over him to see that 
he was dead. Murray feigned death, feeling 
that his strength was returning, and when 
Roberts had left him seized the tongs and 
knocked Roberts down. A fearful struggle 
ensued, the money-lender holding the tongs 
with desperation and the Major laboring to 
kill him ere his own strength went through 
loss of blood. He smashed a bottle on 
Roberts head, “‘making him quiver all 
over,” then battered his skull with a neavy 
metal vase, and at last obtaining the tongs hit 
himon the head several times. Roberts 
crawled under a table to protect his head, 
when Murray beat him on the nap of the 
peck and on the wriststodisable him. He 
then tried to escape, but found all the doors 
locked, and was again confronted by Roberts, 
whom he felled with the iron weapon, 
“taking a step backwards to get a full swing.” 
Opening the window, Major Murray obtained 
help. Hewas covered with bloed from head 
to foot, and the bent and broken tongs were 
all slippery with biood and plastered with 


hair.

MARK TWAIN. 


How Young Clemens Became a Missis- 
sippi Pilot. 
From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

It is reasonable to suppose that every ene 
who knows anything about American litera- 
ture bas heard of Mark Twain, and heartily 
laughed at the quaint humor which fills bis 
books. They are, however, few, if any, per- 
sons outside of the circle of intimate friends 
who are acquainted with his early history, or 
the manner in which he introduced himself 
. the steamboat fraternity of ante-vellum 

avs, 

In order to obtain an account of how Mark 
Twain became a pilot, a T.-D. reporter yes- 
terday made inquiries amoung old steamboat- 
men, and was rewarded by receiving infor- 
mation to the effect that the great humorist 
had first served as a pilot under Capt. H. E. 
Bixby, who is now the popular ‘commander 
of the Anchor Line steamer City of Baton 
Rouge. 

As soon as the reporter heard this he 
turned his footsteps in the direction of the 
levee, and boarding the city of Baton Rouge 
founa Capt. Bixby seated on the boiler-deck 
with his little blue+revyed daughter in his lap, 
and engaged in assisting her toarrange a num- 
ber of picture blocks which were scattered 
over the bottom of a chair. 

W ben the reporter approached and stated 
the object of his visit the old captain’s eyes 
brightened with the recollection of former 
days. 

**Well sir,’ he said, “the first time that I 
met Mark Twain, or knew that such a person 
existed, was in 1857. At that time I was the 
chief pilot on the Paul Jones, a boat that 
made occasional trips from Pittsburg to New 
Orleans. Oné day, while we were coming 
down the Mississippi, along angular, hoosier- 
like young fellow, whose limbs appeared to 
be fastened with leather hinges, entered the 
pilot-house andin 4 peculiar, drawling voice 
said: ‘**Good mawnin’, sir. Don’t you want 
to take er piert young fellow and teach ’im 
how to be er pilot?’’

“T wish you would, mister. I’m er print- 
er by trade, but it don’t ’pear to ’gree with 
me, and ?monmy way to Central America 
formy health.

Begging to be Hanged. 
' From the Philadelphia Times. 

A trembling, broken-down convict cowered 
in the corner uf the dock before Judge Yerkes 
vesterday in the Court of Over and Termiper. 
He ran ene hand nervously through his thick 
hair. With the other he fumbled a gray, 
soft hat that lav on his knee. His eyes 
were red and great tear-drops rolled down 
his cheeks. Tnis was John McGinnis, the 
murderer of his mother-in-law and almost 
the slayer of his wife. 

Hampton L. Carson and Joseph De F. 
Junkin, ois counsel, applied for a rule on the 
District Attorney to show cause why the 
after-discovered testimony given in support 
of the motion for a new trial should not be 
filed and the record removed to the Supreme 
Court. The District Attorney objected, but 
Judge Yerkes decided to Jet the matter go up. 
The main ground on which the defense relies 
for a new trial is the refusal of Judge Yerkes 
to charge that McGinnis, to be convicted of 
murder in the first degree, must have been 
shown to have had a specific intent to kill his 
mother-in-law. His intention, as the defense 
claims, was to kill bis wife, and that ended 
with his shooting at her. His want of a 
specific intent to kill Mrs. Reed, it is held, 
deprives the case of an essential element of 
murder in the first degree. Judge Yerkes 
ruled that an intent to kill a particular per- 
s0N Was not an essential. 

When McGinnis was first brought into the 
court-room he was greatly excited. He said 
that the proceeding was a trick to hang him. 
His counsel assured him that it was only an 
effort to obtain him a new trial. 

‘*T know what it is,” the prisoner cried. ‘‘I 
don’t want a new trial; Iden’t want to be 
dragged over the coals again. They are going 
to hang me. Let it be dune and over.” 

Duriog his trial he was cool and impassive. 
fis face gave no evidence either of hope or 
despair. At times he seemed to be scarcely 
interested in what went on around him. He 
received even the sentence of death without 
quaking. His voice broke only at the end of 
a wild speech, in which he gave himself up to 
his fate. 

Since bis condemnation, however, he has 
completely changed. His courage has left 
him; he is said to be more’ like one whois 
hardiy responsible, One of. his counsel yes- 
terday expressed fears for his mind. He 
sees scarcely anyone in prison now except bis 
confessor. Some one has given him a rubber 
ball anda pair of Indian clubs. These afford 
him endless pleasure.

Baccarat the Fashionable Game. 
From the New York Hour. 

In certain circles in New York baccarat has 

to some extent taken the place of our great 
national game, poker. Buxaccarat is the fairest 
game that can be played agaiust a bank. There 
is no zero and double zero as in roulette, nor 
is there the *‘splits” of faro. The banker has 
absolutely nothing in his favor exceptthe 
‘*vuessing’’ which his antagonist has to con- 
stantiy perform. There is a general belief 
that itis impossible to cheat at baccarat, but 
toisis quite a mistake, although in cluvs and 
gambling places the possibility of cheating is 
reduced toa minimum by the use of cards 
with monograms upon them. Baccarat is 
played in New York clubs with four packs of 
cards, and before dealing these packs are 
carefully shuffled by the dealer. When the 
piay begins, the banker gives one card to the 
right, one to the left, and one to himself, and 
then he repeats the operation; court cards 
and tens count as zero, and ifin his twe cards 
he can get nine, he wins all the stakes placed 
upon the cards given to the players on the 
right and left. 
@% The cheating banker puts all the packs be- 
fore him with their backs to himself and 
their faces to the players. Suppose that there 
is a three facing the players; the confederate 
notes this as the “‘banker’”? moves it to the 
top of the pack, and 80 soon as a six appears 
at the bottom of the pack the confederate 
makes asign to the ‘‘banker,’? who at once 
moves it tothe top of the packs, taking care to 
place two cards between it and the three and 
two cards above it. When he deals, his own 
two cards are consequently six and three, 
making nine. He thus arranges aseries of 
consecutive coups which he is certain to win. 
The cards are then handed to be cut, and by 
a trick, which consists of pinching some cards 
and slipping others, whict, although impossi- 
ble to explain, is not difficult in practice, he 
annuls the cut, leaving his series at the top of 
the pack, where he had placed it. An adroit 
cheat can arrange a series without any very 
lengthy shufiling. 

The player cheats the banker in this way: 
He puts a nine up his sleeve; when he is given 
two cards he takes the chance of one of them 
being a ten ora court card. Supposing that 
he gets a ten and a three, he takes the cards 
up, throws the three up his sleeve, and brings 
from it the nine; then 5e exhibits a ten and a 
nine, and thus wins. Anyone with very small 
practice as a conjurer can do this without fear 
of detection.

A WIDOW’S WAYS. 


Leaving Her Children te Go With a 
Colonel. 
From the Cincinaati Enquirer. 

No little excitement was created on West 
Fifth street Saturday about noon when a 
tall, fine-looking man with long whiskers was 
trying to get out of the way of adittle twelve- 
year-old girl who ran after him with a bow!l- 
der in her hand and erying, ‘*‘What did vou do 
with my mamma? I want my mamma.’’ The 
man finally sought refuge in a hut store at No.

Mrs. Evans 
also left two more of the children, who are 
penniless and bave no one to look after them. 
She was a dressmaker, and carried on busi- 
ness with a Mrs. Cooper at the above men- 
tioned house on Elim street. A young wo- 
man in her employ, another lady living in 
the house and her chiidren say that for the 
past two years she has been keeping the come 
pany of a young man named Harry Devou. 
They appeared very devoted to each other, 
but two weeks ago Col. McKeele 
appeared on the scene, and by tales 
of his great wealth and fine residence 
on Mount Auburn won the affections 
of the widow to such an_e extent 
that Devou began to grow uneasy. Me- 
Keele first called at the nouse to answer an 
advertisement of the lady living upstairs who 
wanted to go out as agoverness. By some 
way he met Mrs. Evans, and continued there- 
after to call upon her. He said he was worth 

250,000, owned a flne home on Mount Auburn 
and was an intimate friend of Maj. Biack- 
burn. At 8 o’clock Friday morning he calied 
at the house, and Mrs. Evans went away with 
him, and has not since returned. She also 
took allthe money there was in the house. 
Col. McKeele returned tothe house a short 
lime afterward, but said he did not know 
where Mrs. Evans was. Again be called and 
admitted that he knew where she was, and 
that ifthe children needed any thing they 
could call at the Indiana House. They called 
at the hotel mentioned, but found no trace of 
him.

This so incensed her, that she picked 
up the bowlder and threatened to annihilate 
him. Major Blackburn says he never knew 
or heard of such a man as Colonel McKeele.

In the evening a note 
from Mrs. Evans was brought to the house. 
In it she said she was ashamed of her little 
daughter for acting so on the street. The 
hearer of the note said the widow was at the 
Indiana House, and the daughter immediate- 
ly repaired to that hosteiry, where she found 
ber mother, as she says, rooming with Col. 
MckKeele. Her mothe: allowed her to remain 
at the house over night, but sent her away 
yesterday morning, telling her that she would 
return home when shé felt like it.

The 
daughter said she bad no further respect for 
her mother, and intended to start cut to-day 
in search of employment.

New York Letter to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The excitement about beef supersedes 
everything. Butchers feel guilty before their 
customers, and the canned meats are becom- 
ing popular. A staid Philadelpbian uses 
language like the following on the market 
there: ‘*We are charging hoteis and restau- 
rants 20 cents for ribs and sirloins in quantity, 
an advance of 4 cents on the price cf four 
weeks ago. They are making a terrible kick 
about it, too, but we can’t helpit. Sirloin 
steaks retail at 30 cents, formerly 20; rump 
ateaks 23 cents, formerly 16; boiling pieces 
12%, furmerly 8 cents; plate pieces about 10 
cents, formerly 5 and 6, and thesame for 
shoulder. pieces. Corned beefs, which for- 
meriy brought 8 to10 cents, and 12 for the 
very best, now range from 12 to 18 cents. 
Whole sheep now bring $13 per 100 pounds in 
the market, legs and racks $15, the prices a 
month ago for whole sheep being $8 and #9, 
and forracks $12. Fore-quarter pieces are 
now bought by butchers at 15 cents: necks, 
breasts and shoulders at 12 cents, the prices 
for tbe same four weeks ago being respect- 
ively Sand 6cents. Loin chops retail at 20 
cents, rib chops from the best end of the mb 
bringing the same; the former price was 16 
cents. Legs of mutton now cost the buyer 18 
cents, to 15 cents four weeks ago. Veal isup 
in proportion, the advance being from $10 to 
€14 per hundred pounds, and to the retuiler 
from 9to 14 cents for fore and hind quarters 
respectively to l4and 18 ceats. We have no- 
ticed a very marked faliing off in the amount 
of meat bought. People are eating a great 
deal less.’

topic of the time. Between the Street Com- 
missioners, the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, the contractors and other public 
enemies, the city will scarcely do more in this 
century than have some streets imperfectly 
paved with granite,and yet there is a mate- 
rial which has been experimented on in 
this city, and which proved a partial 
success, although made under very imperfect 
conditions, and the material was brick. Six 
or seven years ago Chestnut street between 
Third and Fourth was paved with brick 
made from bad clay, wrongly shaped and im- 
perfectly vitrified, and yet some of the bricks 
withstood all the wear and tear and came 
out of the street almost as perfect as they 
wentin. It is areasonable conclusion that if 
ali the bricks had been rightly made they 
would haye withstood the test. In the ex- 
periments carried on at the Exeter 
Works some time since, the brick 
paving held its own against granite’ 
Recollecting that brick will cost $20 a square, 
the advisibility oftesting it thoroughly is ap- 
parent. In Holland, the best roadsin the 
worid are made of thoroughly vitrified bricks 
set up on edge. 
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IN the theatrical business now-a-days every- 
thing depends on the “boom” which can be 
imparted to anew play. In- New York City 
it is not an uncommon thing for managers and 
ambitious actors to run their new pieces for 
amonth ortwo at their own personal ex- 
penee and then raid the provinces on the basis 
of their great metropoiltan success. The 
shrewd agent, too, is always on hand at the 
‘first night” to sprinkle the country with 
telegrams. Atthe opening of the regular 
season we generally receive a dozen dispatches 
announcing the phenomenal way in which 
somebody’s new play knocked the people 
right and left. We don’t always print these 
documents, because they are shrewd adver- 
tisements, but inasmuch as the season is 
about over we give place to the following 
telegram received last night by one of the 
editors of the POosT-DISPATCH after he had 
retired to rest. Itis not pleasant at all times 
to be roused out of bed and confronted with 
a telegraphic message, but when the busine ss 
pertains to the drama and the triumph of a 
new play the inconvenience can be over-

YOUNG went up into New England and took 
unto himself a new wife, the ceremony and 
pomp connecied therewith being quite out of 
the common.

The Motley Panorama at the Armory 
Hall.

Scene atthe Grand Historical Encamp- 
ment Last Night. 


The ceremonies attendant upon the open- 
ing of the new Armory, at Seventeenth and 
Pine streets, last night, will be remembered 
as the most fashionable and eén- 
tertaining event of the season. 
The success of the undertaking was assured 
from the outset, but it was not believed that 
representations #0 complete in detail and so 
thorough in every feature would accompany 


the ceremonies. In fact, one of the 
mailed sentinels who stood in 
guardianship over the’ Crusaders 
stood so silently and patiently that 1 la 


visitor gazed upon him and said: ‘‘What a 
splendid statue!” Then quietly tapping him 
onthe nose with herfan she was about to 
proceed with a dissertation on the historic 
nature of the figure, when the mailed knight 
recoiled from her inspection, and the lady 
cried out: **O dear me, its alive!’”? There was 
a series of shouts from the interested 


bystanders and the historical lady covered 
ber blushes with her inoffensive fan. Num- 
bers of similar instances were recorded dur- 
ing the evening, making it evident that the 
heroes and heroines present on the occasion 
were thoroughly schooled and trained in the 
parts they were expected to play und ac- 
quitted themselvea with exceeding great 
credit, not only to the individual performer 
but also to the meansgement. 

THE NATIONAL GUARD ARMORY BUILDING 
is very imposing in appearance and covers an 
area 195 feet front by 109 feet deep, three sto- 
ries in height. It contains one cavalry and 
artillery drill room, 134 by 75 feet onthe 
ground floor, twenty-one large company and 


regimental rooms and stables, and park 
for the artillery on the two 
lower _ floors. The floor of th 


third storv is simply an immense dril 
hall, 190 feet long by 104 feet wide, broken 
osaly along the walls by thirty projecting piers 
over three feet in thickness,stiffened by heavy 
timbers. This hall is sustained by sixteen 
cross trusses and a central longitudinal trues 
system paraliel to the main walls, while the 


roof in one spanof 107 feet in the clear, rests 
airily and spaciously sixty feet 
high on eignt beautiful clescents, 
with triangular bracing, secure 


against wind and weather and covered with 
bright tin roofing. Over four hundred gas 
jets, distributed in two eccentric rectangles, 
with thirty-two drops for chandelier or gas 
trees, illuminated the grand hail last nicht, 
and although thousands of people were in at- 
tendance there was no crowding, for the 


spacious room fully accommodated 
the visitors. The armory will 
cost, when completed, about $50,- 


000, the money having been raised by an 
executive committee of prominent citizens, 
consisting of John R. Lion- 
berger, Gerard B. Allen, Wm. A. 
Hargadine, E. A. Hitchcock, L. C. Speck and 
Dwight Tredway. The plans were furnished 
by Messrs. Milier and Pitcher and the con- 
tract taken by Messrs. Barnes and Morrison. 


The building was commenced in 
July, 18x1, and has progressed 
without any material interruption, 


until to-day it is almost complete and is rec- 
ognized as one ofthe largest and best arm- 
ories in the country. Its formal opening 
last night was not onlv an occasion of pleas- 
ure, but was attended by a feeling of security 
and thankfulness among those citizens whose 
generous aid has been so freely and unselfish- 
ly extended. 

A series cf winding stairways usher the 
visitor into the grand drill room of the third 
floor, which appeared to have suffered a 
transformation and led one back to the his- 
toric past. Encamped to the right was Italy, 
in the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, vigi- 
lantly guarded by Company D, Third Regi- 
ment. The tri-gabled front was draped in 
the national colors of modern Italy 
—qreen, white and red—and set 
offbvthe arms and shields of the Italian 
Kingdom, the Papal See and the Duchy of 
Tuscany. Looped up against halberds and 
partisans were the curtains in representation 
of the arms of that period. This tent is un- 
der the captaincy of Mrs. T. G. Meier, as- 
sisted by Mrs. G. D. Meier and Mrs. Capt. 
Walbridge. The gallant men and beautiful 
women of Italy offered for sale such articles 
as Genoese filigree jewelry,Roman pearls, Ne- 
apolitan corals, Floreutine pictures, etc. The 
characters and costumes were as follows:

is exercised to increase the number, and this 
is accomplished by hardening the gluten in 
the way already mentioned. Another process 
in vogue is to boil three or four pounds 
of gummy, sticky rice for an hour in several 
gallons of water. This, when mixed with a 
sack of flour will cause it to yield one hun- 


dred four-pound loaves. Such bread 
is easily detected, however, by the 
expert. {t has a dropsical 
tendency and gets soft and sodden at the 
base. When allowed to stand it becomes 
moldy. A gocdloat of bread should have 
kindness of structure, being nei- 
ther chaffy nor crummy and sodden. 
It should aiways be agreeable to the taste and 
neither eour nor moldy. It should keep 
well and be easily restored to freshness by 
heating it in a closed vessel. A siice of 
it subjected to a temperature of 
260 or 280 degrees should hardly be dissolved. 
The recognition of alum and sulphate of cop- 
perin bread requires skillful manipulation 
and is surrounded by many difficulties.

Commercial Chips. 

Russia, heretofore a strong competitor of 
this country in furnishing wheat to the mar- 
kets of Western Europe, promises now to be 
supplantéd in this field by India, or it is prob- 
able even that India, through the agency of 
the Suez Canal, will compete and even lead 
the United States in this important matter. A 
late issue of the London spectator, in speak- 
ing of this, says: ‘‘With light railways in the 
Punjab, Northern India, the supply of good 
wheat for export might be raised to more than 
10,000,000 quarters (80,000,000 bu) ,at a price with 
which, in a good year, Americans cannot com- 
pete. The single difficulty with which grow. 
ers in Northern India now have to contend is 
the slow and therefore expensive method of 
collection by country carts and river boats. 
Grant even a slight improvement in internal 
transit, and Engiand would be fed trom India 
—an enormous addition to the importance of 


the Suez Canal.’’—The directors of the 
Merchants’ Exchange are going in 
strong tor the reform of the tmanners 
and habits of the members, The rules 


covering this will be strictly enforced and the 
following penalties inflicted: For smoking on

DIFFERENTIAL RATES. 


The Trunk Line Commission Hears the Ex- 
chunge Commiitee, 

Hion. Allan G. Thurman, of Ohio, and Judge 
T. M. Cooley, of Michigan, of the commission 
appointed by the trunk lines to adjust freight 
rates between the West and the seaboard, were 
met this morning by Michael McEunis, Dwight 
Tredway, George Morgan and George Bain, 
the Merchants’ Exchinge committee.

which rates are based. 

The discriminations against St. Louis, which 
amount to $500,000 per year, were also ex- 
pinined. Mr. Bains representing the National 
Millers’ Association fojilowed the committee’s 
report, declaring the millers in favor of uni- 
form rates. Mr. Closser, of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, of Indianapolis, spoke in the inter- 
est of Indianapo 1. differential rates. Senator 
Tiburman asked u number of questions of the 
conimittee, and asthe Cotton Exchange was 
not ready to be heard, the commission ad- 
journed until 11 o'clock to-morrow.

The fifteenth annual meeting of the Seciety 
ofthe Army of the Tennessee commenced in 
this city to-day, and hascongregated together 
one of the largest assemblages of a similar 
character held in recent years. The incoming 
trains this morning were crowded .with the 
old veterans whose names are en- 
shrined in the sacred memory of the 
people for the heroic part they played inthe 
late civil strife. The hotels are filled to 
overflowing with officers and privutes, accom- 
panied by large numbers of delegates and vis- 
itors. Itisevident that the meeting will be 
attenaed by the most pleasant of circum- 
stances, the day being unusually bright and 
clear, the streets washed by the rains, and all 
the preliminaries complete.

Seven Persons Killed and Four Fatally In-

CHICAGO. May i0.—A Parsons, Kansas, spe- 
ciul says: A terrible cyclone passed over 
McAlister, a mining settlement inthe Indian 
Territory. Monday night. The destruction of 
life and property was terrible. Seven people 
were killed outright, four fatally, eleven 
dangerously and thirty-nine more or less hurt.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Abner’s Hall was 
tastefully decorated with American, French 
ahd German flags, shields of different nations, 
choice flowers and rare plants, and presented 
a pleasing scene when Presideot Scharmann, 
of Brookiyn, called the first regular meeting 
of the twenty-second annual convention of the 


United States Brewers’ Association to order.

President Scharmann con- 
enya wen the association on having attained 
ts majorify and being sassembied at tiie capi- 
tal of that Union of whichit is the pride and 
boast.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The distillers here | 


looking after the prospects of the bill extena- 
ing the bonded period say they believe the bill 
will pass when the real facts are understood.

alchool] is exported ata loss. Itis to pay this 
loss to the distillers whose products are sent 
abroad that the fund is collected, and not for 
corrupt purposes. The distillerssay when 
this is understood they believe the strongest 
objection to the bill will be overcome.

FREIGHT RATES COMMISSION. 


The Members Conclude Their Labors Here, 
and Will Leave To. Morrow. 

Hon. A. G. Thurman and Judge T. M.Cooley, 
ofthe commission appointed by the trunk 
lines to adjust the freight rates between the 
West and seaboard, left the Southern Hotel 
this morning at 11 o’clock and proceeded im- 
mediately totne reading room of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, wherethe gentlemen who 
were acquainted called and paid their re- 
spects. For the first time since his arrival 
here Senator Thurman drew his famous ban- 
dana handkerchief, and the shades of Senator 
Edmunds would have groaned with envy to 
have seen the cheerful manner in which the 
red kerchief was waved. 

senator Thurman called the commission to 
order at 11:15 o’clock, and announced that 
the committee from the Cotton Exchange would 
be heard from. 

Mr. A. W. Mitchell, on behalf of the com- 
mittee, said he was exceedingly embarrassed 
in his position, because no two members ot 
his committee could agree upon the question 
of transportation. One favored differential 
rates, another opposed, while still another 
was against railroads in general; a fourth 
favored discrimination in favor of foreign 
routes, and a fifth tavored discrimination in 
favor of local roads, and only 
the Chairman and Mr. Prince were agreed 
in any respect, while they only agreed upon 
weneral principles. Mr. Mitchell read an in- 
teresting report, declaring that whatever was 
asked by New Yorkinthe shape of railroad 
legislation must necessarily be at the sacrifice 
of competing cities. Competition is moved by 
self-interest and is the just regulator of prices, 


way rates cannot be successful. Non-inter- 
vention by legislation must not be 
carried to an extreme, for there come 
moments when the people are at the mercy 
of monopolists, and then the protection of 
law ought tofurnish. We oppose legislation 
for all evils that competition and combination 
can control. Whatever trunk line receives 
most patronage receives it simply because of 
its deserts, and notfrom any established rule 
ot law. 

Mr. Bain followed ina speech, stating that 
he paid five cents more for shipments of flour 
to Boston as a terminus than for the same 
-hipments for export,and that he paid the same 
rates to St. Johns, New Brunswick, as to 
soston, although his flour passed through 
Boston. And against shipments to Boston 
that were intended for export were granted a 
rebate by the railroads to the Boston con- 
signee. In fact, the merchants of boston 
have what New York desires—a uniformity of 
rate.
